It  is  advisable  to  order  library  books  through  the  nearest  large  book 
dealer.  A  discount  of  at  least  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  list  price  is  usually 
allowed. 

As  the  books  are  meant  primarily  for  home  reading  and  will,  therefore, 
receive  hard  usage,  the  larger  books  and  those  not  obtainable  in  school 
editions  should  be  bought  in  reinforced  binding.  Books  in  reinforced  bind- 
ing far  outlast  those  in  ordinary  publishers'  binding  and  are  thus  cheaper 
in  the  end. 

Two  thin  coats  of  clear  shellac  applied  with  a  broad  brush  will  preserve 
the  attractive  covers  of  books  and  prolong  their  usefulness.  When  soiled, 
the  books  may  be  cleaned  with  a  damp  cloth. 

A  record  of  books  belonging  to  the  school  should  be  kept  in  a  blank  book. 

Ownership  imprint  should  be  neatly  stamped  or  written  on  the  title  page 
and  on  the  bottom  margin  of  a  page  in  the  body  of  the  book. 

Records  of  books  issued  to  pupil's  for  home  reading  must  be  kept  if  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  of  pupils  is  to  be  achieved.  Cards 
specially  ruled  and  printed  for  this  purpose  may  be  secured  from  library 
supply  houses.  These  cards  are  4x6  inches  in  size  and  have  two  holes 
punched  at  the  bottom.  A  small  loose-leaf  notebook  will  answer  the  same 
purpose.  The  author  and  the  title  of  the  book  are  entered  at  the  top  of  the 
card  or  sheet.  On  the  ruled  lines  enter  the  borrower's  name  and  the  date 
when  the  book  should  be  returned.  The  grade  for  which  the  book  is  intended 
is  marked  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  the  card. 

All  the  cards  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  author  and  are  fastened  with 
cords  or  rings  within  Manilla  board  covers,  thus  serving  as  a  list  of  the 
books  in  the  collection  as  well  as  the  simplest  and  most  efficient  kind  of 
charging  system. 

The  books  should  be  issued  to  the  pupils  for  home  reading  once  a  week, 
preferably  on  Fridays  and  returned  on  the  following  Friday.  Time  should 
be  allowed  for  class  discussion  of  the  books  read.  School  credit  for  home 
reading  is  a  great  stimulus  to  the  reading  of  those  books  which  pupils  should 
read  but  which  may  not  have  a  popular  appeal.
